Japanese shells wiped out a British 


outpost at the edge of the international settlement Friday night? 
and a high foreign official predicted swift action would b« 
taken as a result. 


Three British soldiers of the British ulster rifles were killed 


and three others were wounded by the Japanese shells that fell 
in the settlement and the French concession. 
„ 


Unable to dislodge a "suicide 
squadron" of 150 Chinese barri- 
caded in Chapel, and harassed by 
Chinese sniping posts on the new 
western front, tfce Japanese opened 
up with artillery and one shell 
made a direct hit on a British 
outpost on the 
Jessfield road, 
along Soochow creek. 


When ambulances from the set- 
tlement arrived they found the 
post demolished, with two of the 
British riflemen dead and three 
wounded. 


Order Japs Out. 


Entrance of the Japanese navy 
motor boats into the creek thoroly 
aroused British commanders, who 
ordered the Japanese to get out 
of their defense sector. The Japa- 
nese compiled. 
British soldiers said the Japa- 
nese had informed British military 
commanders that they would re- 
sume the artillery barrage which 
is endangering foreigners along 
the western boundary of the set- 
tlement and the French conces- 
sion. 


The warning was given, it was 


understood, despite a British pro- 
test against the Jessfield road, kill- 
ing.

started on a tour of the British 
defense sector.

soldiers 
said thus far 15 Japanese shells 
had fallen in the Jessfield area.

They are American citizens, living 
in a democracy and helping in the 
development of the future citizens 
of this democracy. The members 
of our profession are called upon 
to be living

of

American citizens f r o m every 
standpoint. 
They 
must be well 
trained professionally and well in- 
formed in what is going on in 
their community, state, nation, and 
the world. 
'The times in which we live call 


upon all members of our profes- 
sion to do their utmost to develop 
young men -and women who can 
;ell the difference between'what is 
true and what is false, whether it 
come from the printed page, the 
radio, orin the spoken word. Our 
work is to develop young people 
who can analyze' situations, think 
straight, and make those choices 
which are most important for a 
free people and a democratic gov- 
ernment."

Schools a Bulwark. 


Dr. Boyd H. Bode of Ohio State 
university 
delineated 
for 
the 


massed teachers in the coliseum a 
picture of the public schools of the 
United 
States as a 
bulwark 
against ruin of our democratic 
civilization. • "Our cultural pat- 
:erns are confused," he declared. 
:<We believe in opposites." 
He 


pointed out that millions still cling 
fondly to certain superstitions, tho 
they profess to believe the argu- 
ments of science. As another illus- 
:ration of our belief in opposites, 
the Ohio educator cited the fact 
that people sometimes cry for 
government control and in the 
next breath shout that the govern- 
ment should keep its hands out of 
business. 


The only hope for the younger 


generation, he said, lies in the 
public schools. "I think progres- 
sive education is our best hope in 
American education," he declared. 
The two basic doctrines of pro- 
gressive education, Dr. Bode said, 
are: 
(1) We learn by doing; 


(2) the final social value Is par- 
ticipation. "If we make progress 
in that direction," he declared, 
"we are on our way to democ- 
racy." He contended that democ- 
racy the world over is fighting 
with its back to the wall, and 
said, "I think what is happening 
in America is of basic consequence 
to the world."

Johnstown, "flood city" of 
Pennsylvania, escaped a possible 
overflow when Stoney Creek river 
continued to recede after cresting 
at 9.6 feet Thursday night—2.4 
feet below flood stage. 
Damage from the high waters 


of the Potomac river was placed 
at $50,-000 in the Cumberland, Md.- 
Ridgely, W. Va., territory. Twenty 
WPA workers aided in rehabilita- 
tion work at Ridgely, where about 
400 of the 2,000 residents left their 
homes in low lying sections of the 
city. 
Moat of the residents re- 
turned to their homes Friday. 
The weather was reported clear- 
ing all over the watersheds of the 
Allegheny, Monongahela and Poto- 
mac rivers and Pittsburgh escaped 
rain Friday for the first time in 
11 days. 
The fact that continuous rains of 
the last 30 hours ceased Thursday 
night saved Pittsburgh from a dis- 
astrous flood. The Monongahela 
waa burdened with almost as much 
water at its source aa the river 
carried during the St. Ritrick's 
day flood of 1936. When the river 
crested at 39.2 feet at Greensooro 
Pa,, the stage wan very near the 
40.4 crest reached in 1936.

"The attitude seemed to me," 
lecker reported concerning hia in- 
spections, "that the merit system 
which has been used in many of

quarter century is not a true in- 
dex of the progress made toward 
rehabilitation, v Institutions which 
lad had a merit system felt that 
in many cases the child would 
have earned his credits for release 
before the institution staff had 
been able to make 
any real 
changes in his personality or in 
other ways adjusted the cause of 
his delinquent behavior. 
"In general, .the consensus is 
that it is better to sturdy the child 
on entrance to the institution, de- 
termine the causal factors of his 
delinquent behavior, ad plan a pro- 
gram for him as an individual, 
which is going o best fit him to 
return to society."

Advice as to Program for 


Schools Is Given by 


Authorities. 


One of the busiest women in 


Lincoln Friday afternoon 
was 


Mary G. Kelty, Chicago teacher 
and author. Miss Kelty spoke 
three times before various sections, 
of district No. 1. N. S. T. A. "The 
Beat Use of Class Time in the 
Social Studies" was her topic be- 
fore the normal training.* group 
at luncheon. 
Later in the afternoon she ad- 
dressed the primary-elementary di- 
vision and elementary school prin- 
cipals on the subject, "What De- 
gree of Integration for the Ele- 
mentary School?" and still later 
she discussed, "The Child and His 
Community" before the geography 
section. 
In her talk at the normal train- 
ing luncheon, Miss Kelty said, 
"As soon as a child masters read- 
ing and other skills enough to 
proceed alone, he should be en- 
couraged to form the habit of 
working independently. He should 
be given materials suited to his 
degree 
of 
development. 
The 
teacher should not intrude." She 
advised, !Take each child at whit- 
ever stage of development he has 
reached, regardless of what grade 
he is in, and help him to grow as 
far and as fast as possible." 


Another speaker before-the pri- 
mary-elementary 
division was 
Alice Hanthorn, director of the 
Observation' Elementary School at 
Cleveland, 
O. Miss 
Hanthorn, 
speaking on the topic, "Reeading 
for Social Values," said, 
"Practically every issue of the 


daily paper brings reports of some 
violence, destruction of prop'erty 
and disregard of law. These acts, 
together with the unfortunate pub- 
licity given to them frequently 
awaken in children an admiration 
for anti-social conduct and law- 
lessness. Sometimes children are 
destructive because they do not 
connect public property and com- 
munity service with their 
daily 


living. 
An 
educational program 
must then be inaugurated to make 
boys ana girls conscious of ser- 
vices rendered by the various com- 
munity activities. The cultural 
value of parks, museums, libraries 
and gardens as well as the prac- 
tical value of ice-plants, fruit 
stands, grocery stores, car barns, 
etc., must be understood and ap- 
preciated. 


"At one time parents assumed 
all responsibility for the conduct 
of their children. This problem 
along with many others has now 
been shifted in large part to the 
schools. It becomes more and more 
necessary to provide information 
along practical social lines. Chil- 
dren can discover many interest- 
ing facts for themselves by taking 
excursions, talking with property 
owners, collecting pictures, listen- 
ing to the radio and 
reading 
books. Unfortunately they cannot 
find many books written at their 
reading level altho book companies 
are now publishing some ele- 


mentary texts telling of commu- 
nity activities. 
"Teachers must supply the need 
by nriting reading units which 
give interesting information along 
the specific activities of the local 
environment. They must simplify 
and clarify adult expressions to 
bring them within the experiences 
of their pupils. They must be 
alert to acquaint children with 
vital social problems. The goal is 
a helpful co-operative social atti- 
tude on the part of school chil- 
dren."

It may not happen during the 


present session of congress but 
somo day congress is going to be 
called upon to stop the use of so- 
cial security funds for uses other 
than social security—for instance 
the purchase of government obli- 
gations.

Montague went 
to Hollywood and landed a con- 
tract without even trying. Break- 
Ing into the movies is a simple 
matter for a person if he first 
makes a name for himself in aome 
other line, even if it Is trick golf- 
ing and brushes with the law. 


Changes in margin require- 


ments on Ihe stock exchanges have 
been successful to the extent of 
•timulating trading. This was an 
•xpected result What the long 
term effect of this liberalization 
of the rules may bring is an en- 
tirely different matter. Certainly 
the change does not safeguard the 
market from periodic disastrous 
slumps In prices, aome of them en- 
gineered by men who know how to 
manipulate the market and have 
the wherewithal necessary. 


Fall floods on the west coast 


and in the east have wrought con. 
slderable damage. 
One life was 


sacrificed and some 200 families 
have 
been 
driven 
from their 


homes. 
Much of the damage on 


the west coast was caused by a 
high wind. In the Maryland-West 
Virginia damage sector the trouble 
was brought on by bloated riven 
bursting their banks and sweep 
ing over farm lands and filling 
houses with water. Fall floods are 
not often as severe as spring floods 
but high water at any time is dam 
aging to property and a threat to 
lives. 


One of the church councils haa 


decried "guzzling" by women. Tfe< 
complaint is made that In public 
eating places everywhere women 
are seen guzzling more liquor thai 
men. Women owe it to themselve 
to be as temperate as men. Thet: 
equality does not give they, th 
right to indulge in greater exces 
than the men.

equality they must be permittee 
the same liberties as are onjoyei 
by the men. The discouraging thuij 
is that any one, either man o 
woman, indulges in liquor to ex 
cess, and since a very 
snm 


amount impairs a person's facul 
ties, it is unfortunate that peopl 
who drive cars indulge At all. 


The Ford Motor company de 


manded protection for its proper! 
and its plant managers during the 
strike In 1U assembly plant a 
Kansas City. That protection was 
not given. Instead a cordon o 
police WHS placed around the plan 
and no one, not even managln 
officials of the plant, wa« p*r 
mitted to enter. Because tt ooul 
*ot Becure th* protection asked for 


mod* of conduct AggreaslT* na- 
tions' must certainly accept suoh 
withdrawal u a aifn at timidity 
and push their advantage to the 
limit. 
Japan, for Instance, may 


cast covetous eyes on the Phllip- 


ines which, independent or not, 


the American nation will seek to 


efend. 


APPROACHING A PROBLEM. 
The outlook for civilization in 


the United Slates,u indeed gloomy 


•hen Dr. Will Durant, noted writer 
n philosophy, 
peers Into the 


uture. He warns that democracy 
n this country may decay if the 
irthrate of brains continues to 
all. 
His study of the situation 


eveala to him the fact that the 
irthrate of the mediocre is out 
f proportion to the birthrate of 
'hat may be termed the intel- 
ecluals and the amount of brains 


relation to the population, is 


ecllning distressingly. That, ap- 
arently, should be a problem of 
ugenics. 
Dr. Durant, however, has a 


Mggestion to offer which would 
end to solve the problem, he be- 
eves, without limply resorting to 
reeding more brains into the 
copulation of the country. 
Dr. 


Durant would forestall the break- 


own of democracy by the estab- 
ahment of a national council rep- 
esenting the professions and occu- 
iations which would undertake the 
enlightenment of public opinion. 
This council would be without leg- 


ilative powers and would think 
about long range problems be- 
'ond the reach of the executive 
r legislator's term. 
Data, con- 


lusions 
and 
recommendations 


gathered by the group would be 
ubmltted to congress and broad- 
ast to the people by press, radio 
and lecturer. 


One might Imagine that after 


he trouble President Roosevelt 
ran into with his brain trust 
)r. Durant would be hesitant 
.bout organizing 
an unofficial 


train syndicate for advising and 
propagandizing the American peo- 
ile. There are a number of or- 
ganizations of this kind already 
operating in special fields. None 
of them contemplates the wide 
cope of research that Dr. Durant 
would assign his brain trust, but 
the experiment is there in mlna- 
.ure, regardless. 


An advisory council of this sort 


would not only be impotent but 
would be resented by congress and 
by the people. Constant vigilance 
would be necessary to prevent its 
being captured by a small bloc 
of selfish persons determined to 
utilize its Influence to their own 
advantage. 


It would seem that the simplest 


and best method of achieving the 
goal sought would be the election 
of men of brains and ability to 
egislattve and executive posts. 


The establishment of an advis- 


ory council to overcome the effects 
of the operation of eugenic law 
seems a futile sort of aproach to 
an important problem. 


HIGHWAY BUILDING. 


The Nebraska pay as you go 


jolicy is rather Irritating to those 
who want hard surfaced roads 
verywhere and 
who are not 


atlent in waiting for their turn to 
ome. 
The highway department 


aas followed more or less consis- 
ently a policy of using its heavy 
xpenditures on roads where there 
s the greatest travel demand. 
'ravel is of course susceptible to 
luting and often follows the best 


unproved roads, even where the 
mileage is greater. ' Therefore 
raffic can be turned 
from one 


oute to another by improving one 
route and neglecting another. 


That has been the case in the 


.lincoln-Grand Island highway, on 
'hich belated progress in surfac- 
ng is now reported. That will be 
ne of the really heavy traffic 
arrying roads of the state, when 
troperly improved for its entire 
ength. As it is, it carries a heavy 
;raffic, but for years because of 
he many miles of gravel, of fre- 
quent de&urs and undesirable city 
outes thru 
towns 
it touches, 


raffic thereon has been largely 
diverted or discouraged. That is 
rue, also, of No. 77, between Fre- 
mont and Lincoln. 
Both roads 


drain large Nebraska territories 
of travel 
for Lincoln 
and the 


routes named are the direct and 
shortest 
roads from 
the cities 


named to Lincoln. There is a 
strong demand that they be fi- 
nished as quickly as possible. 


Thirty miles yet remains to be 


surfaced on highway No. fl, after 
present contracts are complete. 
Only 12 miles of this unpaved 
K>rtion has been "programmed" 
'or paving. No. 30, north of the 
Platte river, is paved, 
entirely 


across the state and because it Is 
the one paved route to the west it 
las carried almost a capacity 
rasiness during the busy tourist 
season. Much of this traffic would 
have been carried on No. 6 and 
No. 3 if the two highways had 
>een paved. 


THE PRICE OF MEDDLING. 
The price of, meddling, a^ccord- 


ing to John D. Clark, well known 
economist, is war. If the United 
States insist! upon playing the 
role of a world power, joins In in- 
ternational political 
conferences 


and 
becomes ( an 
Internationa 


busybody, the country will, in Dr 
Clark'* opinion, feel the impact of 
war abroad. 


Experience has taught us that 


there la a great deal of truth in 
this statement. It is possible to 
go even further and say that the 
United States must refrain from 
protecting its 
interest 
abroad 


must retire in virtually complete 
Isolation, If the United States is 
to avoid becoming engaged in a 
foreign war. 


The question then becomes one 


of whether 
or not the United 


States is willing to pay the price 
of isolation. Isolation 
means a 


number of things. It means firsi 
the elimination of the Christian 
spirit of good neighborliness. If 
we are to hole ourselves in anc 
draw the hole in about us, then we 
have to ignore any appeal to our 
better nature. 
We must forego 


any atlempt to achieve better 
world understanding. 


Moreover, we must pay a price 


In commerce, for our Internationa 
trade must, of necessity, be seri 
ously restricted. Instead of build 
Ing an already shrunken foreign 
commerce to a more profitable 
level and finding an outlet for the 
surplus of goods which this conn 
try is capable of producing an< 
must produce if unemployment I: 
to be kept down, we must dis 
courage what foreign commerce 
w>» now have. 
Serious sacrifices 


are entailed. 


The interdependence of America 


and of other nations may be o 
our own making. But it is a xnos 
happy relation when it works wel 
It builds toward the establtshmen 
of a union of nations on much ts< 
same basis aa th« United State 
now exists on the basis of a union 
of states. If we insist upon being 
human and neighborly we will fee 
the. repercussions of a world war 
On the other hand if we withdraw 
compl«tely within our boundarie 
w« pay a high price annually fo 
our position.

FOOTNOTES. 


H. H. Hahn, secretary of the 


Nebraska 
Petroleum 
industries 


committee, writes to say that "a 
recent news atory in your news- 
>aper carried a statement from 
3ov. Cochran in which he endeav- 
ored to explain the loss of revenue 
from the five cent gasoline tax 
in the first nine months of 1937 
as compared to a similar period 
in 1936. Qov. Cochran was quoted 
as saying the loss in revenue was 
5248,700 instead of 5437,532 as re- 
ported by State Treasurer Jensen. 
Apparently, Mr. Jensen was giv- 
ing gross receipts while the gov- 
ernor was talking about the por- 
tion given to the highway depart- 
ment. However, it -was interesting 
to note that Gov. Cochran was said 
to have stated that the loss in 
revenue was due to the heavy 
.mportation of gasoline during the 
28 days in March when the tax 
was only four cents, instead of 
five.' The fact is that the tax 
was four cents from midnight Fob 
28th to 9:30 March 24th, This is 
a period of 23 days. 


"The governor is quoted: 'So the 
actual reduction in the gasoline 
tax for the first nine months was 
only about $34,000.' The records 
of the department of agriculture 
show that importations of gaso- 
line for the nine months of 1937, 
January thru September, are 2,- 
169,885 gallons less than they were 
in the same period of 1936. 
At 


five cents per gallon, this wouU 
entail a loss in revenue of approxi- 
mately 
$105,000—not 
534,000. 
Heavy importation of gasoline dur- 
ing the 23 day period could not 
account for a revenue 
loan 
of 


5214,000 as stated. 
At one cent 


per gallon it would be necessary 
to import 21,400,000 gallons o] 
gasoline to arrive at that figure 
The records give the amount im- 
ported for the entire month of 
March as 20,108,998 gallons. Had 
all paid but four cents per gallon 
the "loss" could not have exceedec 
5201,090. We know that consider- 
able gallonage was imported dur- 
ing the last eight days 
of the 


month and carried the five cenl 
tax. 


"The gasoline imported during 


March, 1937 was 2,319,000 gallons 
greater than the importation o] 
March, 1936. However, it is inter- 
esting to note that the importa- 
tions in March, 1936 \vere 3,035,000 
gallons greater 
than 
those 01 


March, 1935. It should be noted 
that the total impoi ted in the f irsl 
three months of 1937 was 692,44)9 
gallons less than was imported in 
the first three months of 1936. The 
loss in importations of 2,169,885 
gallons of gasoline for the nine 
months of 1937 has been incurred 
in the face of a national increase 
of 10.7 percent in gasoline con- 
sumption 
for 
the 
first 
seven

J. B. EUert of Milk River, 
Alberta, discussed the Henry 
George tax or land rental theory 
>etore a small group at All Souls 
c h u r c h Thursday evening. Mr. 
Ellert was returning to his home 
in Canada from the Henry George 
convention at Detroit, where advo- 
cates of that theory of government 
financing gathered. He described 
himself as'a "contented farmer," 
and some of those who met him 
added to the description, "the only 
one in captivity." While Mr. Ellert 
is a farmer, he is also interested 
in the little town of Milk Hiver, 
which raises its revenues entirely 
jy land rentals.

Elixir It a Magic Word. 


The medieval alchemist devoted 


half of his time to the search for 
the secret 
of transmutation of 
bass metals into Bold and the other 
half to the effort to discover an 
"elixir of life," a universal cure 
for diseases and the secret of pro- 
longing life indefinitely. To keep 
the pot boiling he extracted juices 
from plants and sold them for 
medical purposes. 


Elixirs today 
are 
unromantic 
solulions of alcohol in 
water, 


sweetened with sugar and flavored 
with various aromatic oila, to be 
used for the administration of dis- 
agreeable medicines. 


Extraordinary 
emphasis 
Is 


placed on the circumstance that 
the many fatalities from the new 
drug sulfamlamide occurred from 
the elixir in which the drug was 
administered, altho the toxic or 
harmful by-effects of sulfanila- 
mide itself are already recognized 
and feared by careful physicians. 
In this instance the elixir in which 
the drug was given contained 72 
percent of diathylene glycol with 
flavoring, and it is possible that 
(1) some heretofore unrecognized 
chemical reaction occurred be- 
tween the sulfanilamide and the 
diathylene glycol giving rise to a 
toxic product, or (2) that an un- 
fortunate error was made in the 
process of manufacture or prepa- 
ration of the elixir -*of sulfanila- 
mide. The latter inference is sug- 
gested by the reported circum- 
stance that one of the victims had 
taken fmlfanilamide tablets two 
weeks without 
untoward 
effect 
and then suffered the fatal effects 
shortly after beginning to take the 
drug In the form of the elixir. 
Characteristic untoward symp- 


toms in most of the fatal cases 
were nausea, vomiting, malaise or 
wretched feeling such aa one has 
when coming down with grip or 
the cri, and after 
a 
few days 
anuria, that is suppression of kid- 
ney'function. Postmortem exami- 
nation showed 
accumulation of 


fluid in peritoneal and pleural 
cavities, degeneration of tubules of 
kidneys and some necrosis of liver. 


Diathylene glycol is an indus- 
trial solvent, a kind of alcohol. 
Added to water it lowers the freez- 
ing point and has been used in 
automobile radiators as an anti- 
freeze liquid, tho another alcohol 
of the series, ethylene glycol, is 
more generally employed for, this 
purpose. 


Like many other new drugs this 


one came into use for no definite 
reason—it purports to exert an ex- 
traordinary antiseptic or even ger- 
micidal effect particularly 
upon 


virulent or destructive streptococ- 
cus infections, but there is no con- 
vincing scientific evidence to sup- 
port this assumption. Just the 
favorable conclusions drawn by a 
few doctors who thought it had 
something to do with prompt re- 
covery from such illnesses. 
Art 
is long, time is fleeting and 
evi- 


dently memory is short, for 
the 


medical profession seems to have 
forgotten the history of salvarsan. 
That was a typical Instance. When 
first Introduced salvarsan ("806") 
was to cur* syphilis by complete- 
ly sterilizing the blood and tissues, 
destroying every spirochete 
or 
syphilis germ In the body at one 
shot! Later it was conceded that 
maybe three, six, then twenty-one 
doses might be advisable, just to 
be on the safe side. 
Still later 


syphilis patients were urged to re- 
main under salvarsan treatment 
for one year or better two or three 
years, at least. In due time, and 
before too many patients began to 
rebel, salvarsan was "improved" 
and neosalvarsan took its 
place. 
And so on, and so on. 


To the medical observer who 
can stand far enough off to get a 
fair view of the situation, the nu- 
merous reports in current medical 
literature describing the toxic or 
untoward effects of sulfanilamide 
have been even more impressive 
than the 
occasional 
reports of 
prompt recovery after administra- 
tion of 
the 
medicine—whether 
these favorable cases were just nat- 
ural recoveries or actually attrib- 
utable to the medicine.

THOMPSON.—It has been ex- 
actly five weeks since we have 
had a payday. Then it was 511.50 
each for my husband and myself. 
We have rent, ,$6 a month, fuel 
to buy and at the increased cost 
of living what is left after rent 
and fuel is paid for leaves but a 
very small figure for food, and 
clothing is not even thought of. 
We old people have to take a re- 
duction in pay. 
Do our officials 


take a reduction? Instead, their 
salaries are raised. Another thing, 
all of two weeks ago The Journal 
printed a statement from Assistant 
Director Vandemoer that the al- 
lowance had been sent to several 
counties. Jefferson was one. Then 
why should we have to wait five 
weeks for our meager allowance? 
As he is head of the assistance, 
I believe it Is Mr. Vandemoer's 
business to investigate this. An- 
other thing, if I were governor of 
Nebraska I believe I could see that 
justice was done to those unable 
to help themselves. When a mea- 
sure was brought up in the legis- 
lature to give each old person ?30 
a month I believe I would have 
been charitable enough to lot it 
pass Instead of opposing it so 
stubbornly and putting the greater 
part on the roads. I am only one 
of 339 old people in this county 
who feel this way, and in talking 
with friends about the amount we 
get they all say, "Why, you can't 
live on that amount. What be- 
comes of all the money raised for 
assistance." We know, so do they, 
that "there is something rotten 
in Denmark."

were stopping their attack on the 
warehouses and it waa not clear 
how the situation finally would be 
resolved. 
From semiofficial quarters, it 
was learned that the British de- 
termined tentatively that the Jesa- 
field shelling came from a Japa- 
nese battery three-quarters of a 
mile northeast of Soochow creek. 


The apparent objective waa the 
Chinese defense lines along the 
Chungshan road, indicating that 
the range of the Japanese was off 
20 degrees. 


The Japanese resumed shelling 
Friday night. Two Chinese women 
were killed when a shell struck 
small triangular grass plot at 
the intersection of the Yuyuen and 
Brenan roads, where Ulster rifle- 
men were herding refugees toward 
the settlement. 


Girl Scout Daring. 


A 14 year old Chinese girl scout 
crossed Soochow creek in the early 
hours ot morning with the biggest 
Chinese flag in Shanghai, provided 
ay the Chinese general chamber 
of commerce. Hugging the flag, 
she crept along the sides of the 
fire-blackened buildings along the 
creek and reached the warehouse. 
Soon the marines, the British in- 
fantrymen and the civilians saw 
the bullet riddled flag that had 
flown over the warehouses hauled 
down. They asked what it mean— 
had the battalion decided to flee? 
The answer came a minute later, 
when the new flag waa raised. 


The girl scout, in her uniform 
with her troop No. 41 as insignia, 
crawled back to the international 
side—and returned again to the 
warehousefortress, with cakes and 
fruit. 
Thursday, the men of the doomed 
battalion appeared for 50,000 hard 
cakes so that hunger, at 
least, 
would not defeat them. 
The ap- 
peal was broadcast and. within one 
lour 200,000 cakes were at head- 
quarters. 
A ragged old coolie 
&rought in 200 which he had baked 
himself with the last of the flour 
which was his sole asset. 


It was reported that 
British 
troops had found a secret way to 
the warehouses and were smug- 
gling their own rations to the de- 
fenders. 


New Mongolian Nation. 


PEIP1NG. UP). Establishment of 
a new independent "inner Mongo- 
lian nation" in the northwest 
Chinese provinces recently con- 
quered by the Japanese army was 
formally proclaimed at Kewisui, 
capital of Suiyuan province. 
A 
"national assembly" of 500 inner 
Mongolian 
delegates, 
gathered 
from Suiyuan and Chahar prov- 
inces under Japanese auspices, an- 
nounced establishment of the new 
state at the end of a three day 
sessibn. 


The assembly also declared that 
the name of Kewisui was changed 
to Hoho and the city was made 
capital of the new nation. 
TOKYO. (UP). Japan reiterated 
thru a foreign office spokesman 
that she will not accept third 
party mediation of the Chinese- 
Japanese war. He said that Japan 
was willing, however, to consider 
any proposals made directly by 
China. The proposals have, not 
been received. 


American Missions In Peril. 
SHANGHAI. UP). British army 
authorities blockaded 
Soochow 
creek with junks and cargo boats 
to forestall Japanese naval at- 
tacks on the Chinese "lost bat- 
talion," beleaguered opposite the 
international settlement. 
American missionary property 
was severely damaged and Ameri- 
can lives 
were 
endangered 
at 
Sunkiang, near Shanghai, when 20 
Japanese planes made two raids, 
dropping more than 100 bombs on 
the residential section, killing and 
wounding many Chinese'civilians. 
The Susan B. Wilson school for 
girls, operated by the Southern 
Methodist church, was fired and 
virtually destroyed. The home of 
Rev. W. B. Burke, who was in the 
United States, was demolished. 
The Southern Methodist mission 
compound, in which no Chinese 
soldiers were quartered and which 
flew the American flag, was se- 
riously damaged. Sixty occupants 
of the compound escaped injury 
by taking to dugouts.

tional opportunity thruout the va- 
rioua districts within our state, we 
urg-e that our unicameral legisla- 
.ure, meeting in January, 1939, 
consider means whereby a definite 
allotment of funds be made avail- 
able to the public schools of our 
state, such funds to come from 
sources other than the already 
overburdened general property tax. 
The use of these funds in the main- 
tenance of a public school program 
shall rest with the local school offi- 
cials under the laws of our state. 


Teacher Retirement. 


Believing that a program of 
:eacher retirement will attract and 
retain capable teachers, thereby 
making the schools of the state 
more efficient, we recommend that 
fiscally sound program of teacher 
•retirement be adopted by the state 
of Nebraska. We believe that the 
educational planning commission 
of the Nebraska State Teachers 
association should be highly com- 
plimented for the work which it 
tas done on teacher retirement. We 
recommend that the work of the 
commission be continued. We be- 
lieve that the people of the state 
of Nebraska will adopt a teacher 
retirement law when its merits are 
thoroly understood. Therefore, we 
urge each member of his associa- 
tion to acquaint himself with the 
necessity for such a law so as to 
t>e able to inform his patrons and 
friends of the desirability of its 
adoption. 


Tax Reform. 


During this period of unusual 
stress and strain, it is necessary 
for the state to rearrange its work 
plans and its ways and means of 
supporting the various activities 
essential to the welfare of our peo- 
ple. We are now in the period 
when vital choices must be made 
as to what activities shall be elimr 
nated or curtailed and what activi- 
ties shall receive normal or in/ 
creased support. We must now 
choose between programs of mere 
material and stop-g-ap activities 
and' those producing constructive 
human development. With these 
fundamental obligations of citizen- 
ship in mind, we respectfully call 
the attention of all citizens of our 
great state to these conditions: 
1.- That during the Immediate past years, 
the public «chool budgets of Nebraska have 
suffered 
roductlnns

trnglc proportions. 
2. That these Bchonl budget reductions 
have generally been far creator than the 
reductions In the budgntn of other agon-'" 
nd subdivisions of state. 
3. That nt the present time our stnte-

to the everyday needs of our people. Thl- 
comutton presents

We, therefore, respectfully but 
urgently recommend:

on the many serious problems affecting 
public education In our state.

Damages Are Not Limited to 


Land Taken for Pub- 


lic Purposes. 


The supreme court Friday af- 


firmed to the extent of $17,000 the 
Judgment obtained in Keith county 
by George McGinley, large ranch 
owner, against the Platte Valley 
Public Power district, by reason 
of the taKing of part of his land 
for purposes of the district. The 
jury found the actual value of the 
land actually taken to be J3.942, 
and damages to other ranch lands 
of $18,400. In addition there was 
a general verdict for $23,813. The 
inquiry in the supreme court was 
limited to the justice of the latter 
sum, and the judgment was first 
reversed on the ground that the 
case was erroneously submitted to 
the jury and determined on the 
issue that all the ranch land not 
taken was diminished in value by 
the use made of part of it. The 
court, on McGinley's protest, al- 
lowed a reargument, and now, in 


rinding by Judge ROM, that 


opinion is withdrawn. 


McGinley claimed that the value 


of hisjanch as a whole had been 
diminished from $460,000 to $414,- 
000 and asked damages for the 
remainder. Judge Rose says there 
is nothing to prove that nature 
will be less bountiful with her 
pastures, or that the big creek 
that supplies water will not con- 
tinue to supply drink, or that the 
sandhills themselves 
have been 


injured. If McGinley owned every- 
thing up to the Arctic circle, testi- 
mony that that vast area would 
be depreciated $1 an acre woulc 
be an unreasonable 
method of 
estimating damages. The pasture 
land is therefore eliminated from 
the picture, but the court holds 
that in proceedings of this char- 
acter consequential damages are 
not limited to land actually taken 
where depreciation extends beyonc 
that section. McGinley is given 20 
days to accept ?17,000, if he 
doesn't, the case will be sent back

Stir the sugar slowly 
into the shortening, and continue 
stirring until light and fluffy. Add 
egg, bran and milk. Mix and let 
stand while slicing bananas. Add 
banana and mix well.

If we insist upon playing the 
role of a world power, join in 
international political conferences 
and become ATI international busy- 
body the United States shall, of 
course, feel the impact of war 
abroad, Dr. John D. Clark, attor- 
ney and oil executive, told an audi- 
ence of students and faculty mem- 
bers attending the annual college 
of business administration honora 
•convocation at the chamber of 
commerce T h u r s d a y evening. 
Speaking on the subject "Stop. 
Look and Listen," Dr. Clark said 
"if we are willing to attend to our 
own business there is no need to 
be enmeshed In foreign conflicts." 
High ranking students in the 
college and winners of various 
scholastic and honorary awards, 
were announced at - this time. 
Quinn Scott, North Bend, president 
of the student executive council, 
presided and Dean J. E. LeRossig- 
nol was toastmaster and intro- 
duced the speaker. Dr. E. S. Full- 
brook, member of the business ad- 
ministration college faculty, read 
the names of students elected to 
membership in Beta Gamma Sig- 
ma, honorary business fraternity. 
Dr. Clark described an import- 
ant gap in our democratic pro- 
cess which has been emphasized 
by the sudden adoption by the 
president of a new American pol- 
icy in international affairs 
"Without approval or authority 


of congress the president is in- 
cluding the United States in a 
E u r o p e a n political conference 
which is utterly futile unless it 
proposes to do something," Clark 
said, "If it does something, we as 
a participant immediately 
find 
ourselves deprived of the freedom 
we now have to make our own de- 
cisions about our own conduct. We 
are caught in the web of circum- 
stance and step by step 
are 
dragged along a course no one is 
wise enough to foresee. It may be 
the road to war because the con- 
ference obviously deals with the 
very matters out of which war 
arises." 
Clark declai ed. "It simply is not 
true that America cannot remove 
itself from the major effects of 
war in Europe or in the orient. 
The interdependence of America 
and of other nations is of our own 
making. If we insist upon playing 
the role ol a world power, demand 
our place in the aun, join in inter- 
national political conferences, and 
become an international busybody 
declaring judgment against every 
other great power which finds it- 
aelf driven to do, in its own zone 
of interest, exactly what we have 
done repeatedly in this hemisphere, 
we will of course feel the impact 
of war abroad But if we are will- 
ing to attend to our own business 
there is no need to be enmeshed 
in foreign conflicts." 
"Neither is there any reasonable 
basis for the belief that if we 
do join in world co-operative ef- 
forts to attain and stabilize peace 
there will be any success," the 
speaker declared

Testimony 
indicated /that the engineer on the 
motor had given the usual signals 
and applied the emergency. 
In his cross petition, defendant 
asked for $25,000 for the benefit 
of the parents 
of deceased 
and 


£1,000 for damage to the truck. 
In view of the instruction, closing 
arguments by Attorneys George 
Holdrege, for 
the plaintiff, and 


G. F. Nye and L, R. Doyle, for the 
defense, centered on amount to be 
iwarded the railroad Following 
the 
crash the 
motor car 
was 
partially demolished by fire. Testi- 
mony by plaintiff placed value of 
the body of the car at $6,000 and 
repairs on the damaged motor, 
latter used again, at $1,144.58, a 
total of $7,144 58. 


Exceptions were entered by both 
sides. The defense excepting to the 
directed verdict and the plaintiff 
to refusal of the court to direct 
amount of damages to- be paid.

HUSKED IN NEBRASKA 


Harold Korth Is Second and 


Sherman Henriksen 


It Third.

Korte, Stanton county farmer, got 
a wedding present Thursday and 
he earned it- Married Monday to 
Miaz Frieda Remm of Howella, 
Korte picked 27.79 buahela of corn 
in SO minutea on th« C. R. Ar- 
buckle farm northeast of Kearney 
to top a field of 28 county cham- 
pion corn pickers and win the 
1937 Btate shucking championship. 
The victory won him flOO in 
cash and the right to represent 
Nebraska a second time in the 
national competition, to be held on 
Nov. 1 in Missouri this year. 
Harold Korth, 20, of Randolph, 
competing for the first time In a 
state contest, took second prize of 
$50 and also will represent Ne- 
braska in the national competi- 
tion. He picked 27.54 bushels in 
the 80 minutes. 
Korte, whose home is at How- 
ells, was the Stanton county cham- 
pion and Korth won the Cedar 
county 
match. Airplane 
pilots 
flying over the farm said from 
25,000 to 35,000 persons watched 
the 29 buskers tear corn from the 
hybrid stalks in the pump irri- 
gated field. 
The three other money winners 
of $25, $15 and $10 each were: 
Sherman Henriksen of Lincoln, 
25 81 bushels. 
Martin Buchholz of Bancroft, 
25.48 bushels. 
Lee Morrow ot Cozad, 24.93 
bushels. 
Korte picked a total of 2,165 
pounds of corn, the greatest of 
any man competing, but lost 219.8 
pounds for husks and gleanings, 
leaving him 27.79 bushels for a 
total. 
Korth picked 2,045 pounds and 
lost 116.85 pounds for husks and 
gleanings. 
"I left too much In the field," 
Korte growled after at was over. 
"I sure like this hybrid corn, tho, 
sure husks easy." 
It was Korte's third state com- 
petition. 
He finished eighth in 


1932, third in 1938, and was eighth 
in the national competition in 1936. 
Korte farms 240 acres of land 
near Howells and has 80 acres of 
corn this year which will make 
about 25 bushels to the acre, he 
said. He husks with a hook and 
complained the heat and the crowd 
bothered him. 


His best husking record was 


29.8 
bushels made in a county 
contest two years ago. The state 
record is 30.96 bushels, held by 
Henry Sorensen of Washington 
county. The national record is 41.5 
bushels. 


Korth, who is unmarried and 
farms with his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. P. H. Korth near Randolph, 
admitted bashfully he was not as 
good a husker as his brother, 
Desmond, 
22, who accompanied 
him to the 'state competition. 
"I have a sandburr infection and 


I couldn't hunk," DMtnond 
ex- 
plained. 


Both the winner and the runner- 


up pledged to the crowd they 
would make their best effort to 
bring the national husking cham- 
pionship back to Nebraska. 
Henriksen, third place winner, la 
the only national winner from Ne- 
braska. He won national honors 
In 1933. Korte's 27.79 bushels was 
third best 
In state 
competition.

legislature. While holding in this 
instance that a producer of agri- 
cultural products may peddle in a 
motor or other vehicle and market 
his stuff without any restriction 


whatever, and that he may do so 
by and thru regular agenU and 
employe* who have no Interest 
whatever in the cargo, all without 
an itinerant merchant's licence. 
Asst Atty. Gen Overcash tells 
Director BuchhoU, enforcer of the 
law, that he ought to Investigate 
and report for prosecution all those 
itinerant merchants who are try- 
ing to evade the law by posing as 
employes and agents of producers 
but who are merely masquerading 
as such. 


The director of the department 
of agriculture has already found 
several case* of masquerading.

Wow Method of Operating 


Will Save Lives of 20 Per- 


cent of Older People. 


CHICAGO kT). Invention of a 
surgical 
ran#efmder 
for bones 
which makes U possible to mend 
a broken hip with a steel nail in 
a new. 20-minute operation wa* 
announced to the American col- 
lege of surgeons here 
The patient is able to move his 
hip four hours after the operation. 
He gets out of bed into a wheel 
Chair inside two days He walks on 
crutches in three or four weeks and 
goes back-to work in five to seven 
weeks, 
The new rangefinder is the lat- 
est improvement m a technique 
of operating which saves the lives 
of 20 percent of the elderly per- 
sons yWho used to die from broken 
hips 
It is part of new surgery 
which restores hip cases to work 
In a few weeks m place of six 
months to a year, and avoids leav- 
ing some persons crippled for life, 
The new instrument was re- 
ported by GJlson 
Colby 
Engrel, 


M D associate in surgery of the 
University 
of Pennylvania and 
assistant 
surgeon of Lankenau 
hospital, Philadelphia 
The 
co- 
Inventor, he said, is Hans May, 
M.D., of Philadelphia. 


The rangefinder is a fanshaped 
plate, marked by lines converging 
from its outer rim to apex. With 
aid of the X-ray it enables a sur- 
geon to see the exact direction in 
which a steel "nail" needs to be 
placed to bind together, thru their 
centers, two sections of a broken 
hip bone 
This operation is done near the 
top of the femur, where 'the bone, 
slightly dumbbell shaped, bends to 
fit into the hip socket. Nails, and 
also steel pins, have been used for 
several years-to pin the two parts 
of the broken "dumbbell" tog-ether. 
This holds them until they knit. 
The necessary operation hereto- 
fore has required from 30 minutes 
to an hour and a half, which in 
case involving patients 60 years 
and over risked serious surgical 
shock 
The broken hip accident 
Is most common among elderly 
persons. 
The new operation, Dr. En-gel 
said, actually takes only 10 min- 
utes. 
But there is an additional 
10 minutes waiting for develop- 
ment of X-ray plates The opera- 
tion avoids cutting of muscles anc 
confines the surgery to a smal 
incision, which passes 
between 


fibers. 
The nails or pins are stainless 
ftteel. A new alloy for these nails 
was also reported, made with co- 
balt, chfomium, molybdenum, man- 
ganese and silicon. This alloy i 
was explained atays "tighter" in 
place than ateel, which tends to 
absorb a little of the bone.

He was autobiographical 
and philosophical, after the fash- 
ion of his Kind, and full of self- 
pity. 
He frequently alluded to 
liquor as his worst enemy. 
In his early forties, the man had 
oncg been an actor, "a good actor," 
he assured me. But strong drink 
had mastered him and he was at 
the moment on the way to Flor- 
ida, to play the cornet and trum- 
pet in an orchestra. 
He hoped 
that 
down 
there 
he 
could 
straighten up and break the habit 
that had already broken him. For 
the poor fellow's moral character 
was gone. His own self-revilings 
were manifestly true. 
He 
as- 
aented to all I said—and then or- 
dered another bottle of booze. 
Even while gratifying his appe- 
tite for drink, this poor wreck— 
who pictured his own plight in the 


light of his upbringing, oRportum 
ties and brains—was bewailing- the 
unhappiness it had brought him. 
That incident is being repeated 
thousands of times daily. Slaves 
of liquor hate themselves for their 
own slavery. My neighbor at the 
lunch counter made a pathetic 
plea for prohibition: "If they didn't 
make it, we couldn't drink at." I 
reminded him that if men didn't 
drink it, nobody would make it. 
Then he bewailed his lack *f will 
power, due to drink. 
What a source of sorrow is this 
habit, which has cursed the race 
thruout the generations I Every- 
body knows the consequences of 
strong drink, social, economic, po- 
litical and personal. 
Its 
worst 
evil is the effect upon the moral 
character of the uaer 


One of the most famous editors 
in America told me that, altho not 
an abstainer, he found that even a 
single cocktain at lunch unpaired 
his afternoon efficiency. Then he 
went on tp portray the worthless- 
ness of the drinking sons anc 
daughters of "society."—and he 
himself belongs to the exclusive 
society of one of our great eastern 
cities.

Fit for the Crisis. 


Without going into the multt- 
from evils which attend the uae of 


liquor — its dulling of the finer sen- ! 
ibim.ea; its excitation 
of 
the 
ower passions and its leasening of 
moral resistance; its economic 
ost; its blurring of the judgment 
and impairment of the senae of 
iBponaibliity— it should be suffi- 


cient to remind the younger gen- 
eration that they are living in a 
crisis time that taxes every re- 
source of mind and 
spirit 
and 
body. 
Nobody knows what may befall 
he world in the next 20 years. 
But every intelligent person un- 
derstands that the wise will make 
hemselves ready for anything. 
That means a conserving and a 
raining of one's powers for their 
highest use. To enter the testing 
— and perhaps tragic — tomorrow 
with nerveless, habit-ridden, debil- 
tated body and spirit is simply to 
nvite disaster. Only the prepared 
will prevail. Competent individuals 
are now the hope 'of civilization. 
The Issues are too grave to be 
deall with by men and women 
who are slaves to any habit. 


Preserving Personality. 


Every day of every year, police 
and magistrates and judges hear 
the most ancient excuse for the 
commission of every crime in the 
calendar — "I was not myself; I 
fiad been drinking." Murder, rape, 
theft, treason, violence, all emerge 
from the bottle that has ever been 
humanity's worst foe. There is no 
need for any new evidence — such 
the drunkard-driven automo- 
bile — to convict this ancient evil. 
Human personality, which Is the 
most 
sacred 
thing on earth, 
heaven's highest bequest to me, 
cannot be preserved in the face 
of excessive drinking. (And what 
tippler can tell when his "moder- 
ate" drinking becomes excessive?)

$230,425,436 TO DATE 


Board Reports Aged, Blind 


and Dependent Children 


Get Most Outlay. 


WASHINGTON. (*>. Social se- 


curity for more than 20,000,000 
persons since February, 1936 cost 
$230,425,436 in federal grants to 
states, the social security board 
said. 
Public assistance grants for the 


aged, the blind and dependent chil- 
dren accounted for $214,464,571 of 
the outlay. The balance of $15,- 
960,865 paid the cost of adminis- 
tration state unemployment com- 
pensation 
laws for 21,000,000 In- 
sured workers. 


The needy and dependent sup- 
ported • by the grants now total 
1,996,200, Including 1,469,700 aged, 
89,000 blind and 487,500 children. 


The board estimated that com- 
bined federal, state and local con- 
tributions paid this group in Oc- 
tober would aggregate J34.156.000 
the bulk of it going to old people. 
An analysis of August pay- 


ments, the last month for which 
complete 
reports are available, 


showed the average paid to each 
elderly person was $18.54; to the 
blind. S24.66, and to families hav- 
ing dependent children, $30.74.' 


The unemployment compensa- 
.tton program will begin a large 
scale in 1838 when 22 states be- 
gin paying compensation to In- 
sured workers out of employment. 
The compensation will cover from 
14 to 16 weeks of idleness. 
Wisconsin, the only state now 


paying unemployment compensa- 
tion, has drawn $1,200,000 from 
the unemployment trust fund col- 


„ lected by the states and held by 
the federal treasury. 


The board 
reported that the 
trust fund on Sept. 15 amounted 
to $448,482,983.22. 


All the states, the District of 
Columbia and the territories of 
Alaska and Hawaii have enacted 
unemployment compensation laws 
approved by the board.

On 
the basis of 1936 operations thai 
would mean an annual increase of 
approximately fiOO million dollars. 
Members of the Western Associa- 
tion of Railway Executives also 
raet with Chairman Harry

scribed the 
increase in 
freight 
rates approved by the I. C. C. 
last week as inadequate since it 
was calculated to bring in only 
about X47 million dollars a year in 
additional revenue. He figured re- 
cent wage raises, retirement and 
social security taxes and higher 
fuel and material costs had hiked 
operating costs of all railroads 600 
million dollars annually. 
It was also reported higher pas- 
senger fares might be sought on a 
regional basis.

Good Thing Free From Political 


Influences, Declares Dean Burr

"If the 'ever-normal granary' 
can be set up on a long-time basis 
so that It to free from political in- 
fluences, It can accomplish a great 
deal of good for Nebraska," W. W. 
Burr, dean of the college of agri- 
culture, declared yesterday, dis- 
cussing the latest national farm 
legislation proposed by Secretary 
Henry Wallace which. will prob- 
ably be taken up in the special 
session of congress. 
The "ever-normal 
jranary," a 


government 
loan on corn 
and 


wheat, will regulate the flow of 
grain to the market at normal 
prices if it 
is successfully 
op- 
erated, according to Dean Burr. 


Danger of Price RIM. 


"The most important item in the 


success of the bill Is to have it on 
not a two-year or a four-year, but 
a ten-year basis," the Dean ex- 
plained. "The one danger point is 
that political pressure would peg 
the price- of different crops so 
high it would encourage overpro- 
duction." 


Most of the farms in the state, 


according 
to 
Dean 
Burr, 
are 


equipped to store corn, but con- 
siderably fewer have facilities for 
carrying wheat. The corn loan, not 
the wheat loan, would be chiefly 
applicable to Nebraska farmers. 


Ke*eps Corn on Farms. 


?1n a larg-e part of western Ne- 
braska for every bushel of corn 
that's shipped out, there will be a 
bushel shipped back," the Dean 
declared. He pointed out that the 
former sells his corn in a produc- 
tive yetCr, paying freight charges 
to get it to market; and the next 
farmer is forced to buy it back, 
paying freight charges to return it 
to the farm. "Chief advantage of 
the ever-normal granary," Dean 
Burr stated," ia that it will tend 
to keep the corn in the' neighbor- 
hood." 
In the operation of the ever- 


normal granary the 
government 
will loan the farmer a sum equiva- 
lent to a fair price for his grain. 
His corn cribs will then be sealed 
an<? held as 
property under 
a 
mortgage. If the market price on 
corn goes up, the farmer will sell 
out at a profit and repay the gov-

WASHINGTON. UPt. Members 
of the bouM agriculture commit- 
tee disagreed over making the pro- 
posed crop control program com- 
pulsory or voluntary. 
They will not make a final 
choice until subcommittees have 
drafted all other details of a bill 
for presentation to the special aes- 
•ion of congress. 
Representative Coffee (d., Neb.) 
Wa« one of those expressing- oppo- 
sition to compulsory control. 
"I don't believe in it, and I don't 
believe we are going to have it," 
be said. 
He suggested * dual price sys- 
tem that "would asaure the farmer 
a fair price on the domestic mar- 
kets and allow him to compete in 
the world markets with surpluses." i 
The bumper cotton crop this 
year and large crops of corn and 
i 
wheat have demonstrated the lack 
of this control, agriculture officials , 
aaid, in the present soil conserva- 
tion program. 
Secy. Wallace said the public, 
farmers and congress must choose 
between voluntary and compulsory 
controls. 
Preparations were going for- 
ward for financing a corn loan 
program. 
Informed persons said 
a tentative draft was worked out 
by Secy. Morgenthau, Chairman 
Jones of the reconstruction finance 
corporation, and Daniel W. Bell, 
acting budget director. 
The cost has been estimated at 
various figures up to $200,000,000 
for the first year. The loans prob- 
ably will require compliance by 
farmers wi th the proposed crop 
control system. 
Spokesmen for the agricultural 
adjustment 
administration 
esti- 
mated about 4,000,000 farmers will 
share in the $500,000,000 in bene- 
fit payments under th.fi 1937 soil 
conservation program, about as 
many as were paid $400,000,000 in 
1936. 
Fewer cotton farmers joined the 
government program this year but 
that this decline and other pos- 
sible declines in wheat and corn 
farmers were offset by increased 
participation by fruit and vege- 
table farmers and range land 
operators. 
AAA officials said the total 
number of farmers eligible to par* 
ticipate was estimated variously 
from more than 6,000,000 to more 
than 7,000,000. 
Secy. Wallace estimated that 3,- 
000,000 farmers co-operated in the 
original AAA program with its 
contracts for corn-hogs, cotton, 
wheat and other commodities. That 
setup was invalidated by the su- 
preme court early in 1936. 
Official government reports on 
planted or harvested acreages in 
the last three years showed.

Foreitry Experts Are Happy 


About Planting!. 


WASHINGTON.

Shelter- 
belta are dotting the great plains, 
and government experts say that 
treer are lurvivlng because they 
are applying scientific practices 
Tor the first time. Homesteaders 
didn't know much about 
such 
practices, they say. Consequently, 
ihe shrubs they stuck into the 
ground often failed to survive the 
first hot spell or fall freeze, or 
lived only a few seasons at best. 
Trained federal foresters tackled 
the job of growing windbreaks in 
the prairie states forestry project 
In 1934. They'estimated that more 
than 80 percent of their planting: 
are surviving. The 1936 drouth 
gave their methods a severe test. 
More than 51 percent of the trees 
planted that spring survived. This 
year the survival, averages be- 
tween SO and 90 percent—is • 92 
percent In South Dakota alone. 
Successor to the more ambitious 
Great Plains shelterbelt program, 
the prairie states forestry project 
involves the growing of treewlnd- 
breaks for farm lands thru the 
Dakotas, Nebraska, Kansas, Okla- 
homa and into the Texas pan- 
handle.

High Birthrate of Mediocre 


Threatens Civilization, 


; 
Says Author. 


The possibility that American 


democracy may periah within the 
present Keneration was flung out 
to more than two thousand Ne- 
braska school teachers by Dr. Will 
Durant, well known author and 
!>opulari£er of philosophy, Thurs- 
day night la the university coli- 
aeum. In a broadcast speech before 
K general session at the First dis- 
trict convention of the State Teach- 
»rs' association, Dr. Durant wafned 
that democracy in this country 
•nay decay u the birthrate of 
brains continues to fall. 


To forestall the breakdown oi 


democracy, the author suggested 
that a national council represent- 
ing the professions and occupa- 
tions be set up to enlighten public 
opinion. Without legislative pow- 
ers, the council in Dr. Durant's 
•cheme' would only think about 
long range problems beyond the 
reach of the executive or legis- 
lator's term. Data, conclusions and 
recommendations gathered by the 
group would be submitted to con- 
f resa and broadcast to the people 
y press, radio and lecturer. 


Five Basic Problems. 


Altho in his hour talk, Durant 
ranged over the breadth and length 
of American life, he outlined five 
basic problems that confront the 
American people today—problems 
BO vital that their simultaneous 
attack upon us constitutes a major 
crisis in our history. He cataloged 
them under five heads; geological, 
toiological, economic, moral and 
political. 
After dealing briefly with soil 
conservation under his first head, 
Dr. Durant threw heavy emphasis 
on "the possible decay of our- 
•elves." Eliciting a laugh from the 
teachers with a dry sally that "the 
lord hasn't bothered to read the 
declaration of independence," he 
declared that 
concentration of 
wealth was inevitable because In 
any society a majority of abilities 
are heldi by a minority. 
The threatened decay of the 
American stock of leaders by 6 
low birthrate among the able and 
a high birthrate among the medio- 
cre, Dr. Durant warned the teach- 
ers, is the most fundamental prob- 
lem. ' Assailing this 
biological 
phenomenon, the doctor declared: 


Frustrates Recovery. 


"This breeding from the bottom 
and dying at the top frustrates re 
covery by flooding our cities vit 
new millions of arms and legs at 
the very titne when invention has 
made mere muscle superabundant 
Jn industry and has put a premium 
on brains. Natural selection once 
eliminated the incompetent ruth- 
lessly; generosity and charity now 
preserve them; fertility now mul- 
tiplies them. No constitution could 
be good enough to enable such a 
stock to preserve their civiliza- 
tion." 
Dr. Durant followed up his at- 
tack on charity and the decadence 
of the 
American intelligentzia 
with a blow at the industrial sys- 
tem in the United States. Argu- 
ing that the industrial setup wil 


perish 
unlex "the purchasing 
>ower of the people rises as fast 
as their power to produce," the 
diclor declared that Uu industrial 
cJiUie periodically stalls be- 
cause "the natural inequality ot 
men inevitably concentrates 
the 
wealth, prevents the full spread of 
mrchasing power." 
On our industrialism Dr. Durant 
ilso fastened some of the blame 
or the moral problem he sees. 
'Industralism," he argued, 
"has 
weakened the Puritan-agricultural 
code and the institutions that 
ransmit morality." 


Flays Politics. 


Bombarding the American po- 
itical layout, the doctor returned 
his 
biological dilemma of 
dwindling statesmen and the up- 
surging mob. "Political machines 
;row out of the mob and stand 
between honest ability and public 
of/ice," he pointed out. "Men are 
selected for office because of their 
political skill and are then called 
apon to deal with issues requiring 
economic knowledge and a wide 
background at education and in- 
telligence." 
Dr. Durant's black picture of 
America, however, did not down 
lim. "America has scaled such ob- 
stacles before," he declared op- 
timistically. He continued: 
Our stock is still vital; our 
democracy 
has 
preserved 
our 
liberties and yet is functioning as 
successfully as any dictatorship; 
*nd our economic system, even in 
Its confusion, feeds and clothes 
and shelters our people immeasur- 
ably better than any other system 
known to us in the present or the 
past." 
Then the doctor ran out a few 
of his own solutions. Segregating 
the defectives and encouraging 
fertility among the able "by using 
every avenue of education 
and 
every device of taxation," he sug> 
gestedj might meet the biological 
problem. Self discipline for in- 
dustrialist he recommended as a 
possible solution for our economic 
breakdowns. Revival of the dowry 
system in marriage the 
doctor 
thought might give morality a 
boost in thia country. 
Bducation, Dr. Durant urged as 
means "towards political re- 
generation." Envisioning the or- 
ganization of schools of govern- 
ment in American universities and 
the establishment 
of a 
"United 
States Civil academy at Washing- 
ton," the doctor concluded: 
"Education alone should nomi- 
nate; and democracy should be re* 
defined not as the equal eligibility 
of all to the office, but as the 
equal opportunity of all to make 
themselves fit for office." 
Preceding Dr. Durant's lecture, 
the Lincoln high school orchestra, 
under direction of Bernard Nevin, 
gave a 30 minute concert. 


SAYS WATEHJUPPLY GOOD 
Engineer Tells Farmers of 


State's Besources. 


KEARNEY, 
Neb. 
W>. Ivan 
Wood, agricultural 
college en- 
gineer, told 150 farmers and busi- 
ness men at a dinner here that 
Nebraska has "the beat under- 
ground water supply of any atate 
in the union." 
"We can prove that by geo- 
logical records, facts and figures," 
he said. "We've been discrediting 
our state too much. Let's brag." 
Wood discussed pump irrigation al 
a program held in connection with 
the state cornhusking contest. He 
listed five fundamentals of pump 
irrigation: 
(1) A good water aupply; (2) 
the farmer must know if he hai 
good land to irrigate; (3) the lane 
must be properly prepared; (4; 
the water must be properly ap- 
plied; (5) when the land is "liter- 
ally moved from a drouth to a 
wet area by Irrigation," he addec 
fertility must be provided.

crease to editorial, clerical and 
mechanical employes,' and from

while receipts generally are stU 
well below the 1929 total.

Mr. Slater, captain really, be- 
ause he served In the British army 
uring the war, says Christianity 
oust first lift the economic level 
f the downtrodden people in India, 
tie average monthly Income Is f3 
month, and if the "untouchables" 
an be started raising: pure bred 
hlckens, they can supplement 
leir Income by selling two or 
iree each month for fl.25 apiece. 
The goat Is going to prove an- 
ther valuable aid to raising the 
ncome of the poor, he said. Back 
n 1928 W. E. Bell, of Lincoln, gave 
Mr. Slater a pure bred Swiss goat, 
Abraham Lincoln." When Mr. and 
Mrs. Slater returned to India they 
ook three female goats too, Faith, 
[ope and Chsjity. From this hum- 
le start a model goat and re- 
earch farm was started and im- 
xirtant work, recognized by the 
ndian government, has been done 
n standardizing the Indian groats, 
'he government, as a result, has 
stablished eight more goat farms 
n India. 


Mr. Slater, altho not an ordained 
mister, Is a real missionary. He 
was born In India, the son of a 
resbyterlan missionary and his 
amlly have been engaged in that 
leld work there for more than 
00 years., Every eight years he 
and Mrs. Slater are given a 14 
tenths furlough by the church's 
ward of foreign missions. On his 
ast trip he left his son, Eben, 1C, 
n the United States to finish high 
chool. This summer they returned. 
Qben now Is 23 and a graduate of 
Ames. When they return after this 
rip they will leave their daugh- 
ers, Margaret, 19, and Laura, 17, 
who graduated from a mission 
ugh school in India and have 
ntered Ames. Marion, 15, will 
probably go with her parents to 
India. 
The Slaters are guests of Mr. 
and Mrs. W. E. Bell until Monday. 
Tney will be guests at a dinner 
Friday night at Westminster Pres- 
ivterian church. Westminster en- 
irely supports Mr. Slater's work 
at Etah, and the Beatrice Fresby- 
erlan church and the Nebraska 
City Presbytery each pay half 
oward Mrs. Slater's salary.

Semi-Annual Check-Ups Advised 


To Safeguard His Health

AS I WRITE this article many 
children have returned to school 
after their long and happy vaca- 
tion. It is probable that many of 
these young folka have gone back 
without receiving medical exam- 
inations, tests which are essential 
for a healthy and successful school 
year.

you will recall, I advised parents to 
make sure that their children had 
all their physical defects corrected. 
Children are liable to have such dis- 
orders as decayed teeth, poor vision, 
enlarged and diseased tonsils, en- 
larged glands, defective hearing, 
disorders of the ductless glands,

anemia and other disturbances that 
might -interfere with school prog- 
ess and cause repeated absence 
rom school. AH such disturbances 
lould be porrected. 
No one can deny that many chil- 
ren are backward in their school 
rork only because of poor health, 
oo often their troubles are of such 
minor nature and BO hidden as to 


completely overlooked. On this 


ccount, unfortunately, they go on 
or several years before any at- 
empt is made to correct the de- 
ects. 


Work I* Difficult 


Children who are susceptible to 
olds and infections are usually *in- 
erweight, poor eaters and restless 
eepers. It is difficult to see how 
hey could possibly be good stu- 
ents. It is amazing and gratify- 
ig to witness the improvement in 
he health of the child when the 
nderlying cause of the physical. 
•eakness is removed. The improve- 
lent in school work, too, is equally 
stonishlng. 
If a child complains of some (lia- 
bility or has some apparent physi- 
al 
defects, 
medical 
attention 


hould be obtained. It may be un- 
vise to permit the youngster to 
ttend school. He cannot be ex- 
acted to make the necessary 
trides in school work until his 
hysical health is restored to nor- 
al. 
The time will come when every 
chool will have its dental and 
.edical clinic. Such an arrange- 
nent guarantees that every child 
eceives the needed physical atten- 
lon. 


Of course, every child shoi^d be 
accinated before being permitted 
o attend school. I am glad to say 
hat in certain states this Is a rigid 
equirement. In addition to inocu- 
ation against smallpox, the child 
hould receive injections against 
liphtheria. It is a cruelty to a child 
o deprive him of this protection 
against serious irfness.

But there are always a number 
rho do not pull through, and a 
umber who never attain the physl- 
al stamina and resistance that 
iost 
breast-fed 
babies 
enjoy 


hrough the years. If this were not 
o, the medical world would not b« 
going to all the trouble and expense 
f preserving superfluous mother's 
ilk to feed to babies whose own 
lothers are unable to supply them. 
Even when combined with other 
lements, as in a formula, cow's 
nilk cannot really be a perfect sub- 
titute for mother's milk. It isn't 
easonable that it should be. Cow's 
milk, after all, was created for 
alves, not for babies. 


Why Run Risk? 


If you can't nurse your baby you 
an, and probably with reasonable 
lope of safety, entrust him to your 
>hysician who will work out a for- 
mula. But if you can nurse^him, 
vhy run the risk, not only of mor- 
ality, but of failing to give him the 
trongest, soundest possible physi- 
cal start in life? 


Of course, there is no reason, if 


he baby Is healthy after the first 
ew weeks and your physician 
agrees, why you shouldn't use an 
occasional supplementary bottle—• 
for that awful two a. m. feeding-, 
anyhow. 
Otherwise, as your doctor has 


undoubtedly told you, your baby 
should toe fed every four hours, ,but 
should not be allowed to dawdle 
over his food; 15 minutes, 20 at the 
outside, is enough. If after that 
ength of time he cries and does 
not appear satisfied, it indicates 
:hat the milk has proved insuffi- 
cient. Then try the other breast 
or a supplementary bottle. 


Drink More Liquid 


You can perhaps avoid the sup- 


plementary bottle by drinking mor« 
iquid* yourself—milk, water and 
soup—at least one and a half quarts 
a day. You should also make a 
joint of getting plenty of proteins 


not too much starch. Other- 


vise, eat as usual a simple, balanced 
diet, and don't worry. 
Worry is 


very, very bad for mother's milk 


Some baby specialists advise cod 


liver oil at the end of the first two 
iveeks, beginning with two drops, 
.net-easing by two drops every 
other day up to 10 drops; then in- 
creasing by five drops every other 
day until you are giving the baby 
:wo or three teaspoons a day. 


Even though breast fed, it is usu- 
ally considered best to give a baby 


small amount of orange juica 


after the first month (amount rec- 
ommended by physician), cereal at 
three months, egg yolk at four, 
pureed vegetables at five month* 
and stewed fruit at six months.
